taken to prevent the details of what is 
transpiring within the realms of the 
central powers from reaching the rest 
of the world. 


Apart from France there are few 
developments of impoitancc in the 
war theaters.

Saving Hour of 
Daylight 


The plan to save an hour of daylight through the season of short- 
ier oiglits is not by any. 
means a^new idea, even if its practical effect 
is very modern. Benjamin Franklin, while in Paris well on to a cen- 
tury and a half ago, proposed it and urged it. From time to time 
since then it has been the subject .of propaganda. It has been em- 
ployed with results of signal value in Europe since the great war be- 
gan. It has been adopted and has become almost universally observed 
in a number of American cities, of which Detroit and Cleveland are 
most notable examples. Bills are now pending in both branches of 
congress to establish this system of time-gaining in the federal law. 


The movement for daylibht-saving—agitated last summer %vith- 
out result—has liad a revival in Fort Wayne since the coming of M'ar 
stirred the people to a lively sense of the need to cultivate foodstuffs. 
The matter is now in the city council and the people of this city are 
urged to give attention to the proposal. 


The most impressive argument made at this time for the saving of 
cjaylight is that it will give thousands of people here an additional 
hour for the cultivation of their home gardens and the vacant lots, 
fThere can be no gainsaying that at least in this one respect the plan 
of gaving an hour of daylight will have a very important practical re- 
sult. There are other reasons—all of them of importance—that re- 
late to recreation, health and economy. But the great purpose now to 
be served is to increase the supply of food. Beginning the day's work 
an hour earlier in the morning will allow an additional hour for other 
pursuits in the latter part of the day. While the country is in stress 
for greater supplies of food, both for itself and for nations with which 
it now must align itself in war, this saving of an hour of daylight that 
can and in most instances will be given to necessary and profitable 
(Cultivation of the soil will have si value not to be estimated. 


The plan is worth a trial here. If it should realize the objections 
raised up against it by some, it can be abandoned. Objections, how- 
jever, seem mainly to be merely speculative. The system of daylight- 
saying now pursued in Detroit and Cleveland has gained so strongly 
in the general favor as to make a rather effectual answer to the argu- 
ments presented against the plan. 


It may be that congress will leave this community and all others 
iwithout an alternative in the matter, for the bills now pending have 
found favor; but, whether or not that comes about, there is no reason 
why Fort Wayne should not give fair trial to this plan, which has be- 
come almost general in Europe and has worked well in a number of 
cities-in America. 


Fine, Chance for Service. 


Young men—that is to say men whose age is within limits of 21 
and 44 years—are offered an opportunity for high and interesting 
niilitary service in the reserve officers' training camps, for which men 
are being recruited. When the work of getting a million or more men 
in the army is begun under whatsoever system it may be that con- 
gress will prescribe, there will be a great need of capable officers. 
There are not now enough men of military experience in the whole 
country who can be brought to this service. Officers must be trained. 
This work is going forward now and recruits are sought in Fort 
Wayne. Young men who are sound of body and capable of mind and 
have had educational advantages are preferred for the reserve offi- 
cers* training camps. Men who in business, athletics or other pursiuts 
have proved their possession of ability to handle men, will be wel- 
comed. Only men of character and personality are likely to get far 
in this service, but those who have these qualities to add to physical 
and mental capabilities probably will find a broad vista of military 
usefulness opening to them in this war. Youiig men who feel they can 
answer the government's requirements for the reserve officers' train- 
ing camps and are anxious to serve their country in the most useful

A machine 
which can easily be made by anyone 
handy ivith fools is used for rolling the 
bandages into a tight roll, after they 
are cut the proper width and 
length 
and then they are wrapped in steril- 
ized paraffined paper, the ends being 
sealed 
up and the package 
labeled. 
The compresses, towels, napkins, etc.. 
are also carefully wi apped in sterilized 
packages, 
inspected 
before 
packing, 
and 
the 
water-tight 
tins 
placed 
in 
wooden boxes for shipment. 


Since the beginning of the war the 
surgical dressings committee has sent 
from the Peter Bent Brigham hospital, 
Boston, where the accomjjanying photo 
was made, some 4,000 cases, contain- 
ing nearly 
5,000,000 
dressings. 
The 
committee now prepares and ships be- 
tween 
000,000 and 4,000,000 
dress- 
ings a month. 
With the addition of 
iTiore branches, of which there are now 
sixty, the output has gained steadily 
in volume. 
There are 500 volunteer 
workers at the committee's headquar- 
ter.s. 
Besides the millions of dre.ssings 
shipiied abroad, the 
committee 
has 
packed 100 cases of Red Cross dress- 
ings for the three Massachusetts base 
hospital.s, and these are now stored in 
Boston, accessible at short notice in 
case of emergency.

French Expect Conflict May 
Last Eighteen Months, 
Bailhe Says. 


CONDUCTED ACROSS 
SEAS BY WAR DOGS 


Fort Wayne Man is Met by 
Rotary Club Brothers at 
11:30 O'clock. 


People of France expect the world 
w a r to continue for another year and 
possibly eighteen months, says Georgre 
Bailhe. who returned to Fort Wayne 
Thursday 
morning at 
11:30 
o'clock, 
a f t e r a five weeks' sojourn in France, 
where he represented the Wayne Oil 
Tank company and Deister 
Machine 
company 
atthe 
international fair 
at 
Lyons, France. 


Bailhe was met at the Pennsylvania 
station Thursday morning by a dele- 
gation of Rotary club members. They 
conducted him to a waiting automo- 
bile in which he was driven directly 
to the Hope hospital. 
His wife and 
four-day-old daughter are at the hos- 
pital. 


The Fort Wayne man was brought 
to America onthe Espange, the sister 
ship to the Levane, which left port at 
the same time, bringing Marshal .Toffre 
and Rene Viviani, of the French com- 
mission to the United States. 


The ships were conducted 
to 
the 
middle of the Atlantic by a war con- 
voy of PYench torpedo boat destroy- 
ers. 
W h e n 200 miles f r o m New York 
harbor the steamers were m e t by gun- 
boats and desti-oyers f r o m t h e United 
States 
fleet. 
The vessels on 
which 
Bailhe and 
the 
French commission 
came to America were not war ships 
themselves, as many have been led to 
believe. 


Held As Prisoner. 


W h e n Mr. Bailhe arrived in 
Bor- 
deax, France, March 4, he was at once 
taken prisoner by the perfect of po- 
lice of that city. 
The name of Bailhe 
sounded treasonous to the officers of 
Bordeaux. 
All of Mr. Bailhe's papers 
were seized. 


He was held a prisoner 
for 
four 
days. 
After 
thorough 
investigation 
the military governor ad.iudged 
him 
to be an American and ordered his re- 
lease. 
His papers were returned 
by 
the perfect. 
He hurried to Lyons. 


In 1916 there were 580 exhibitors 
a t the Lyons exhibition. 
This 
year 
there were 2,620 displays at the great 
fall-. 


George Bailhe was chosen to draw 
up resolutions In behalf of the Amer- 
ican exhibitors at the exhibition and 
to present copies of the document to 
the president of the French republic, 
the president of the 
United 
States, 
secretary of state of 
United 
State.s, 
secretary 
of 
the 
American 
consul, 
mayor of Lyons and 
the 
American 
consul. 


Mr. Bailhe delivered the resolutions 
both in France and United States. He 
was in Washington two days upon his 
return to America. 
He witnessed the 
great parade in honor of the French 
commissioners. 


Traiiisportation Bad.

F r a n c e is badly cHppled, Mr. Bailhe 
says. 
All available 
locomotives 
and 
automobiles have been 
sent 
to the 
front for service in transporting troops 
and supplie.s. 


The Russian situation is causing the 
allies no little concern.

accept separate 
peace. 
They 
need 
Russia's assi.stancG to hold the 
Ger- 
m a n army along the eastern frontier 
of Germany. 
There is great value in 
kepin gthe German hosts divided, they 
feel. 


Resolutions by Kxliibitors. 


"Resolved, That wo American 
ex- 
exhibitors at the Lyon .sample fair of 
1917 do offer our sincere thanks to 
Honorable Edouard 
Harriot, 
senator 
and mayor of Lyon, and the ccmnile do 
la foire for all their hospitality and ef- 
forts in our behalf; 


Resolved, That the American manu- 
facturers 
and 
their 
representatives 
came to France upon invitation of the 
committee which visited America; that 
the decree of March 11, 1917, prohibit- 
ing the importation of American good.s 
into France is a 
grave 
injustice 
to 
American exhibitors in the Lyon fair 
in 1917; that it is earnestly hoped that 
derogations be granted, not only for 
orders taken during the fair but eciual- 
ly for all busine.sa re.sulting therefrom 
In accordance with the promise made 
by the government that all goods sold 
through the medium of the fair might 
be imported into France; 


"Resolved, That we pledge ourselves 
to encourage In every way a larger ex- 
hibit of American manufacturers for 
the Lyon fair in 1917, and hope in the 
future-it will be possible to organize an 
entirely American group of .stands for 
American made goods;

street car at the corner of Broadway and 
Taylor street, stepped into a hole in the 
pavement, which was thirty feet north 
of the intersection of Broadway and Tay- 
lor: street, nine feet and six inches from 
the West Broadway curb line to the west 
edge of the hole and one foot and six' 
inch«« from the west street car rail to 
t h e e t e t edge of the hole, %vhich hole was 
one foot and six inches wide east 
and 
west aftd two feet in length north and 
south with a depth of two and one-half 
inches. 
In so doing he broke one of the 
bones in his right ankle and was unable 
to leave his home for a period of six weeks 
without the aid of crutches. 
Altogether 
he was incapacitated for a period of about 
three months from doing any work what- 
ever and claims that he had considerable 
medical 
expense, 
amounting 
to 
about 
$30.00 on account of the injury. 
H e sued 
thè Fort Wayne and Northern 
Indiana 
Traction Company and the City of Fort 
W a y n e and has made a proposition to the 
City and the Traction Company of ac- 
cepting the sum of $600.00 in full settle- 
ment for his claim. 


On March 28, 191fi, a Mrs. Clara Harmon, 
wife Of Herman Harmon, when alighting 
from a street car fell, by reason of the 
Baine hole in the s-treet, and by reason 
thereof the ligaments in her left ankle 
were torn and her back and the ligaments 


of her left leg were strained; that she has 
heen suffering pain ever since and only 
recently we caused a physical examina- 
tion to be made by a Fort Wayne surgeon, 
who reports that she is still suffering 
from the effects of this injury. 
Both she 
and h/er husband have commenced suits 
against the City and the Fort Wayne and 
Northern Indiana Traction Company on 
account of these injuries, her suit involv- 
ing pain and suffering and inconvenience 
for a period of one year, she claiming 
also that her injuries are permanent, and 
her husband, Herman Harmon, .suing for 
the loss of her services and medical and 
other expenses. 
They have made a prop- 
osition to the City of Fort AVayne and the 
Fort Wayne and Northern Indiana Trac- 
tion Company to acccpt $2,000.00 in fuU 
payment of both of their claims.

BY A GARDEXER. 


I have just received a letter from a 
man who intends to garden this year 
for the first time. He asks whether ii 
would pay a .small gardener to grow 
potatoes when the seed potatoes cost 
so much. 


He has the opinion that the back- 
yard gardener 'liad 
better 
rai.se the 
small space crops, instead of potatoes 
which require so much .space. 


There are few gardens so small that 
one long row of potatoes 
can't be 
grown. 
Even if a gardener raises only 
enough to do him during the early fall 
he has lightened the nation's food bur- 
den just that Jiiuch. 


Now as to seed: 
The small "eye" 
in the potato is the embryo 
sprout 
waiting only for soil to make it grow. 


I'll agree with this first-time gar- 
dener that the present high cost of j)o- 
tatoes makes the .set^ci expensive. Hut 
this cost can be offset hy tlio method 
of plantiniT. 
Since only the "eye" and 
a small portion of the tuber'^s flesh 
with it need be planted, the body of 
the potato may be eaten 
after the 
"eyes" have been cut out from it. 


These 
cuttings 
should 
bo 
cone- 


shaped to save as much of the potato 
for use as possible. 


If the soil is finely worked the "eyes" 
can be planted singly one foot apart, 
three inches deep. 
The rows should 
be two feet apart, if the garden space 
i.s limited and well fertilized. 


If there is ijlenty of room, make the 
rows from two and a half to three feet 
apa rt. 


If you plant potatoes now and there 
.should come a prospect of a frost some 
nicrht, cover the plants with straw or 
newspajiers, boxes or buckets.

Still other British guns 
fired straight through the. curtain on 
the advancing men. Not a man passed 
beyond that curtain, and when its ob- 
scuring smoke lifted there was not a 
moving German In sight. Xothing was 
to be seen but plowed ground littered1 
with sprawling dead. 


Ono British regiment has a particu- 


lar grievance against the Germans. 
Tho night before the attack a stray 
German shell landed directly on the 
regimental rum cart, destroying sixty- 
eight gallons. Some of the men who 
had been sleeping and fighting in the 
open for throe dnys wore deprived of 
their tots, which usually arc distribut- 
ed Just before dawn these bitter cold 
mornings.

have been hit by tho shell, but as luck 
would have It the rum cart was tho 
mark.

biggest damage suits ever instituted 
in Kosciusko county was filed today 
by James Jj.

TInkey in the sum of $50,000, alleging 
that the defendant Tinkey maliciously 
and without probable cause, made and 
signed an affidavit charging tho plain- 
tiff with tho crime of false pretense, 
and maliciously and without probable 
cause, caused his arrest on a warrant 
from tho Kosciuskko 
circuit 
court. 


The plaintiff, Dnnforth. further al- 
leges that as a result of said former

suit, by Tlnkoy, ho expended $1.500 
In money, suffered shame and humilia- 
tion, and anguish of mind and body 
and that his reputation was Irrepar- 
ably Injured; further, that as a stock 
salesman his earning capacity of $10,- 
000 per year has been ruined and de- 
stroyed.

Saving Hour of Daylight 


The plan to save an hour of daylight through the season of short- 


er nights is not by any means a new idea> even if its practical effect 
is very modern. Benjamin Franklin, while in Paris well on to a cen- 
tury and a half ago, proposed it and urged it. From time to time 
since then it has been the subject of propaganda. It has been em- 
ployed with results of signal value in Europe since the great war be- 
gan. It has been adopted and has become almost universally observed 
in a number of American cities, of which Detroit and Cleveland are 
most notable examples. Bills arc now pending in both branches of 
congress.to establish this system of time-gaining in the federal law. 


The movement for daylibht-saving—agitated last summer with- 


out result—has had a revival in Fort Wayne since the coming of war 
•tirred the, people to a lively sense of the need to cultivate foodstuffs. 
The matter is now in" the city council and the people of this city arc 
urged to give attention to the proposal. 


The most impressive argument made at this time for the saving of 


'daylight is that it will give thousands of people here an additional 
hour for the cultivation of their home gardens and the vacant lots. 
There can be no gainsaying that at least in this One respect the plan 
pf saving an hour of daylight will have a very important practical re- 
sult. There are other reasons—all of them of importance—that re- 
late, to recreation, health and economy. But the great purpose now to 
be served is to increase the supply of food. Beginning the day's work 
an hour earlier in the morning will allow an additional hour for other 
pursuits in the latter part of the day. While the country is in stress 
for greater supplies of food, both for itself and for nations with which 
it now must align itself in war, this saving of an hour of daylight that 
can and in most instances will be given to necessary and profitable 
(cultivation of the soil will have a value not to be estimated. 


The plan is worth a trial here. If it should realize the objections 


raised up against it by some, it can be abandoned. Objections, how- 
ever, seem mainly to be merely speculative. The system of daylight- 
saving now pursued in Detroit and Cleveland has gained so strongly 
in the general favor as to make a rather effectual answer to the argu- 
ments presented against the plan. 


It may be that congress will leave this community and all others 


without an alternative in the matter, for the bills now pending have 
found favor; but, whether or not that comes about, there is no reason 
why Fort Wayne should not give fair trial to this plan, which has be- 
come almost general in Europe and has worked well in a number of 
fcities in America. 


Fine Chance for Service. 


Young men—that is to say men whose age is within limits of 21 


and 44 years—are offered an opportunity for high and interesting 
military service in the reserve officers' training camps, for which men 
ore being recruited. When the work of get 1 ing a million or more men 
in the army is begun under whatsoever system it may be that con- 
gress will prescribe, there will be a great need of capable officers. 
There are not now enough men of military experience in the whole 
country who can be brought to this service. Officers must, be trained. 
This work is going forward now and recruits are sought in Fort 
Wayne, Young men who are sound of body and capable of mind and 
have had educational advantages are preferred for the reserve offi- 
cers' training camps. Men who in business, athletics or other pnrsuils 
have proved their possession of ability to handle men, will he wel- 
comed. Only men of character and personality are likely to get, far 
in this service, but, those who have these finalities to add to physical 
and mental capabilities probably will find a broad vista of military 
usefulness opening to them in this war. Young men who feel they can 
answer the government's requirements for the reserve officers' train- 
ing camps and are anxious to'serve their country in the most, useful 
way in this war.will do well to investigate this opportunity.

People of France expect the world 


war to continue for another year and 
possibly eighteen months, says George 
Bailhe. who returned to Fort Wayne 
Thursday morning at 11:30 o'clock, 
after a five weeks' sojourn in France, 
where he represented the Wayne Oil 
Tank company and Deister Machine 
company atthe international fair at 
Lyons. France. 
Bailhe was met at the Pennsylvania 


station Thursday morning by a dele- 
Ration of Rotary club members. They 
conducted him to a waiting automo- 
bile in which he was driven directly 
to the Hope hospital. 
His wife and 


four-day-old daughter are at the hos- 
pital. 
The Fort Wayne man was brought 


to America onthe Espange, the sister 
ship to the Levane, which left port at 
the same time, bringing Marshal Joftrc 
and Rene Viviani, of the French com- 
mission to the United States. 


The ships were conducted to the 


middle of the Atlantic by a war con- 
voy of French torpedo boat destroy- 
ers.

the east edge of the hole, which hole was 
one foot and six inches wide cast and 
west and two feet in length north and 
couth with a depth of two and one-hair 
Inches. In so doing he broke one of the i 
bones in his right ankle and was un.ible 
to leave hi? home for a. period of six weeks 
without the aid of crutches. 
Altogether 
he was Incapacitated for a period "f about 
three months from doing any work what- 
ever and claims that he had considerable 
medical expense, 
amounting: to about 
$30.00 on account of Ihe injury. He sued 
the Fort Wayne and Northern Indiana. 
Traction Company and the City of Fort 
Wayne and has made a proposition to the 
Cltv and the Traction Company of ac- 
cepting the sum of $600.00 in full settle- 
ment Tor his claim. 
On March 28. 1916. a Mrs. Clara Harmon, 
wife of Herman Harmon, when alighting 
from a street car fell, by reason of the 
Bame hole in the street, and by reason 
thereof the ligaments in her left ankle 
were torn and her buck and the ligaments 


at her left leg were strained: that she has 
been suffering pain ever since and only 
recently we caused a physical examina- 
tion to be made by a Fort Wayne surgeon, 
who reports that she is still suffering 
from the effects of this injury. Both she 
and her husband have commenced suits 
against the Cltv and the Fort Wayne and 
Northern Indiana Traction Company on 
account of these injuries, her suit involv- 
ing pain and suffering and inconvenience 
for a period of one year, sjie claiming 
also that her injuries are permanent, and 
her husband. Herman Harmon, suing for 
the- loss of her services and medical and 
other expenses. They have mad« a prop- 
osition to the City of Fort Wuyiif and the 
Fort Wayne and Northern Indiana Trac- 
tion Company to accept $2.000:00 in full 
payment of both of their claims. 
The Fort Wayne and Northern Indiana 
Traction company has recommended that 
these settlements be made and has agreed 
to pay one-half In each case, which would 
leave the City to pay In the Roubenalt 
claim thn sum of $300.00 ami in the. Clara 
nnd Herinau liurmun claims the sum of 
$1.000.00. 
The liability of the Fort Wayne and 
Northern Indiana Traction Company is 
on the theory that the company was neg- 
ligent in stopping Its car at a point near 
the defect in question and the liability 
of the City is on the theory- that it was 
negligent ill allowing such a hole to re- 
main in the pavement. 
I am inclined to think that these settle- 
ments are fair and reasonable under all 
tho existing circumstances, and therefore 
recommend that, tho claims be settled as 
abovo set out.

They wrre, the men that had left Fort 
Wayne In the early hour of the dav of the 
commission of the crime, and admitted 
that they had so left Fnrt Wayne at lhat 
time. They were brought back-on a war- 
rant issued by the police.

brought to the city showed that they were 
not Ihe men and were dismissed 'within 
thirty mlnutca or so after they reached 
Fort Wayne. 


The jury, however, returned n verdict 
against the officers in the sum of $400.00. 
The officers feel thai they were not to 


blame In this matter and that no malice 
was used by them and they believo that it 
was purely :i mistake or accident, and 
that the Judgment was wrongful and their 
conduct entirely Justified by the facts in 
the .-a.se. They feel that it would be an 
Injustice to require them personally to pay 
this money nnd they believe that the. 
city, under a recent law passed by Ihe last 
General Assembly should stand Ihis loss. 
Tula law authorizes tho city to appropri- 
iite nioni-y for the purpose 'of pH.yinc this 
Kind of ii judgment and expenses in con- 
nection with it.
